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'When House 8-Hour Bill Becomes A Law 


\Strike Will Be Called Off, Say Trainmen 
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CLAIM REVOLUTION IN GREECE SPREADING 
SENATE EXPECTED TO 
PASS THE MEASURE 
LATE THIS AFTERNOON 


Washinugton, D. C., Sept. 2.—Leaders of the Railway Broth- 


erhoods announced this afternoon that the order for a general rail- 
road strike to begin at 1 o'clock Monday morning would be re- 
called just as soon as the eight hour bill, as it was passed by the 
house, is finally passed by congress and made a law by President 
I Wilson's signature. 


The bill was being debated in the senate this afternoon with 


prospects for a final vote by 6 o'clock this evening. House mem- 
bers remained in Washington today to take hurried action should 
any amendments be added to the measure by the senate. As soon 
as the bill is completed by congress, it will be rushed by special 
messenger to Shadow Lawn for 
President Wilson's signature. 


Administration leaders in congress weie making every effort this 
afternoon to have the bill passed by the senatfrwithout amendment. 
Any amendments, it was feared, would be frowned upon by the 
brotherhood leaders. 


Senator Reed denied congreis was showing cowardice in pass- 


ing the strike measure. He said the bill was designed to meet an 
emergency; that the brotherhood leaders was not attempting to 
force congress to legislate and that there were many senators op- 
posing the bill who would not dare vote against it unless they felt 
sure it would have enough votes to pass without theirs. 


"I find myself in the position where I cannot support .th«. 


bill," said Senator Kenyon, of Iowa. "I think the 
Underwood 


amendment would destroy union labor and I don't believe it 
should be destroyed. "I am opposed to this bill because it is a 
humbug," said Senator Kenyon. 


"The men will find themselves after nine months just where 


they were before with a strike on their hands. Furthermore, I 
am opposed to the bill because congress is abdicating its rig-ht to 


, reasonable judgment." 


Washington, D. C., Sept 2.—"Just as soon as the house bill, un- 


amended, becomes a law," A. B. Garretson, 
spokesman 
for the 


brotherhood, reiterated, "the strike order will be recalled." 


That was all Mr. Garretson would say regarding the probable 


time of calling off the strike. This was the first official statement 
showing that the house bill was wholly satisfactory to the broth- 
erhoods. 


Any amendment to the house bill in the senate would throw 


all the negotiations in the indefinite stage and administration lead- 
ers used every effort as the debate in the senate progressed to in- 
sure passage of the house bill in its original form. 


At a meeting of the 13 brotherhood officials in Washington to- 


day, it was formally decided that cancellation of the strike order 
should not be sent out until President Wilson actually has signed 
ihe eight hour bill. Another meeting of the officials will be held 
tonight after the senate has acted on the house bill. At that time 
'here is a possibilty that the decision might be changed.

Violence that transgresses the l»w is never to he commended.

ought,' logically, to be the outcome of the riot at Lima, Thursday, 
where a mob seized the sheriff and grievously maltreated and abused 
him because he would not rcreal the place of confinement of a 
negro prisoner.. The crime for which the mob wanted the negro, 
th»t it might put him to death, is the same for Which lynching is 
common in the. South. Owing to » wise precaution of the 
sheriff, 


which at this distance seems extraordinary foresight, 
the m»n 


was not confined at Lima, but in a neighboring county jail and 
from there carried off to Toledo, when news went out that a mob 
was forming in Allen county and would be over after him, and so 
escaped the fury of those who sought his life. But death cam* of 
the mob, nevertheless, for the two year old daughter of the sheriff 
w«s BO frightened by the uproar and the sight of her father being 
mistreated that she died the next day of laryngal paralysis, and 
his sister is in a hospital, in critical condition from nervous shock. 
Friday morning, two thousand men, monj of them armed, were 
swarming and seething about the court house, swearing vengeance 
against the whole colored population. \Ve mention these incidents 
to bring home the wanton madness of the mob, to 
impress 
its 


ferocious purpose, to drive in stronger home -the fact that human 
nature is about the sanie anywhere and everywhere in this country. 
No line, like Mason and Dixon's, is any more definite in demark- 
ing the character and virtue of tho people than is the line iUelf. 
So ire needn't take to sanctimonious and verbal hectoring when 
one of these' awful tragedies occurs in Georgia, pointing by way of 
example the godliness of Ohio. The two states may, as a rule, vote 
differently, but outside their politics, and even there they are akin 
ill partisanship and foolish loyalty therein, they are not distinctly 
at variance in nature or action.

The Railroads9 statement of their posi- 
tion on the threatened strike, as presented 
to the President of the United States 


A strike on all the railroads of the country has been called by the Train 


Brotherhoods for 7 o'clock Monday morning, September 4. 


This strike was ordered from Washington while the President of the 


United States was making every effort to avert the disaster. 


The Final Railroad Proposal 


The final proposal made by the railroads for a peaceful settlement of the con- 


troversy, but which was rejected by the brotherhoods, was as follows: 


(a) The railroads will, effective September i, 1916, 


keep the time of all men represented in this movement, 
upon an 8 hour basis and by separate account, monthly, 
with each man, maintain a record of the difference 
between the money" actually earned by him on the 
present basis and the amount that would have been 
earned upon an 8 Hour basis—^.overtime on each basis 
to be computed pro rata: 


The amounts so shown will be subject to the 


decision of the Commission, provided for in Paragraph 
(c) of this memorandum and payable in money, as 
may be directed by said Commission in its findings and 
decision. 
- 


(b) The* Interstate Commerce Commission 
to 


supervise the keeping of these accounts and report the 
increased cost of the 8 hour basis, after such period of 


actual experience as their judgment approves or tha 
President may fix, not, however, less than three 
months. 


(c) In view of the far-reaching consequences of the 


declaration made by the President, accepting the 
8 hour day, not only upon the railroads and the classes 
of labor involved directly in this controversy, but to 
the public and upon all industry, it seems plain that 
before the existing conditions are changed, the whole 
eubject in so far us it affects the railroads and their 
employees, should be investigated and determined by 
a Commission lo be appointed by the President, of 
such standing as to compel attention and respect to 
its findings. The judgment of such a Commission 
would be a helpful basis for adjustments with labor 
and such legislation as intelligent public opinion, so 
informed, might demand. 


Statement of Executives to the President 


In submitting this proposal to the President, the fifty railroad executives called to 


Washington and representing all the great arteries of traffic, made this statement to 
him of their convictions: 


The demands in this controversy have not been 


presented, in our judgment, for the purpose of fixing a 
definite daily period of labor, nor a reduction in the 
existing hours of labor or change in methods of opera- 
tion, but for the real purpose of accomplishing an 
increase in wages of approximately One Hundred 
Million Dollars per annum, or 35 per cent, for the men 
in railroad freight train and yard service represented 
by the labor organizations in this matter. 


After careful examination of the facts and patient 


and continuous consultation with the Conference 
Committee ,of Managers, and among ourselves, we 
have reached a clear understanding of the magnitude 
of the questions, and of the serious consequences to 
the railroads and to the public; involved in the decision 
of them. 


Trustees for the Public , 


As trustees for the public served by our lines and 


for the great mass of the less powerful employees (not 
less than 80 per cent, of the whole number) interested 
in the railroad wage fund—as trustees also for (he 
millions of people that have invested their savings and 
capital in the bonds and stock of these properties, 
and who through the saving banks, trust companies 
and insurance companies, are vitally interested to the 
extent of millions of dollars, m the integrity and 
solvency of the railroads of the country, we cannot in 
conscience surrender without a hearing-, the principle 
involved, nor undertake to transfer the enormous cost 
that will result to the transportation of the commerce 
of the country. 


The eight-hour day without punitive overtime 


involves an annual increase, approximately, in the 
aggregate of Sixty Millions of Dollars, and an increase 
of more than 20 per cent, in the pay of the men, 
already the most highly paid in the transportation 
service. 


The ultimate cost to the railroads of an admission 


in this manner of the principle under contention ' 
cannot now be estimated; 
the effect upon the effi- 


ciency of the transportation 
of the country now 


already under severe test under the tide of business 
now moving, and at a time when more, instead of less, 


effort is required for the public welfare, would b« 
harmful beyond calculation. 


The widespread effect upon the industries of th« 


country au a whole is beyond measure or appraise-, 
ment at this time, and we agree with the insistent and 
widespread 
public concern over the gravity of the 


situation and the consequences of a surrender by tha 
railroads in this emergency. 


In like manner we are deeply impressed with tha 


sense of our responsibility to maintain and keep open 
the arteries of transportation, 'which carry the life 
blood of the commerce of the country, and of the 
consequences that will flow from even temporary 
interruption of service over the railroads, but tha 
issues presented have been raised above and beyond 
the social and monetary questions involved, and 
'the responsibility for the consequences that may 
arise will rest upon those that provoke it. 


Public Investigation Urged 


The questions involved are in our respectful judg- - 


mcnt, eminently suitable for the calm investigation 
and decision by the public through the agency of fair 
arbitration, and cannot be disposed of, to the public 
satisfaction, in any other manner. 


The decision of a Commission or Board of Arbi- 


tration, having the public confidence, will be accepted 
by the public, and the social and financial rearrange- 
ments made necessary thereby will be undertaken by 
the public, but in no less deliberate nor orderly 
manner, 


The railroads of the country cannot under present 


conditions assume this enormous increase in their 
expenses. 
If imposed upon them, it would involve 


many in early financial embarrassment and bank- 
ruptcy and imperil the power of all to maintain 
their credit and the integrity of their securities. 


The immediate increase in cost, followed by other 


increases that would be inevitable, would substan- 
tially appropriate the present purchasing power of 
the railroads and disable them from expanding and 
improving their facilities and equipment, to keep 
abreast of the demands of the country for efficient 
transportation service. 


In good faith we have worked continuously and earnestly in a sincere effort to 


solve the problem in justice to all the parties at interest. These efforts were still 
in progress when the issuance of the strike order showed them to be unavailing. 


Problem Threatens Democracy Itself 


The strike, if it comes, will be forced upon the country by the best paid 


class of laborers in the world, at a time when the country has the greatest need 
for transportation efficiency. 


The problem presented is not that alone of the railroad or business world, 


but involving democracy itself, and sharply presents the question whether any 
group of citizens should be allowed to possess the power to imperil the life 
of the country by conspiring to block the arteries of commerce.

So we needn't take to sanctimonious .and verbal hectoring when 
one of these awful tragedies oceure in Georgia, pointing by way of 
example the godliness of Ohio. Tho two states may, as a rule, vote 
differently, but outside their politics, and even there they are akin 
in partisanship and foolish loyalty therein, they are not distinctly 
at variance in nature or action.
